Claims 1,16 and 28 are canceled. 

3. Claims 2-15, 17-27, and 29-37 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-1 5, 1 7-27, and 29-37 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2-15, 17-27, and 29-37 are considered allowable since prior art made of 
record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest 
the claimed limitations having in combination with other features, the detecting element 
is provided independently of the memory medium, comprises: a second magnetic field 
generating part to apply an offset magnetic field to the magnetoelectric converting part 
arranged in the vicinity of the magnetic device- and comprises a magnetoelectric 
converting part wherein electric characteristics vary in accordance with the 
magnetization state of the magnetic device
